A NEW EUROPEAN LANGUAGE, 

WueEn the great international conference on Yiddish, 
the first sitting of which will shortly be held, finishes 
its lakcurs, a new European language will come into 
existence. 

Hitherto, Yiddish has been classed as a jargon, 
yather than a language. It possesses no grammar; 
aud, although a Yiddish dictionary is extant, it is 
very imperfect, and largely obsolete. 

Originally Yiddish was a group of dialects spoken 
by Jews. of German origin in Russia, Austria, and 
Ioumania, and it then differed little, if any, from the 
local dialects of the middle Rhine. . 

wut by degrecs numbers of words from other 
languages and cther dialects were imported into it, 
and with these were mixed many purely Hebraic root 
words, the whole forming a linguistic hotch-potch, such 
as never was before sinco the world began. 

The task the conference is about to undertake is 
to rduce this verbal chaos to something like order, 
and te elevate ié to a higher plane, This is well worth 
deing, since in Voland and Roumania alone Yiddish 
is spoken by six ia‘llions of people, the majority of 
whom know no other language. 

Yiddish, too. even now, hag its own literature, and 
its own drama. Morris Rosenfeld, the Yiddish 
laureate, has been translated into most European 
languages, including, of course, English. 

.evertheless, the new language will be vorn with 
fhe seeds of death already well developed within it. 
In America and in England 
it is already in process of absorption; while in Con- 
tinental and othcr countries, it will last on'* 50 long 
as the Jews are sccluded in Ghettos and driven into 
Pales.

Rout through the spring these 

tslands are never safe from frost. 

March 4th, 1890, the D raaimaar ing 
registered thirteen degrees—in other words, there were 
nineteen degrees of frost, enough to form an inch of ice 
in @ single night. 

We have had nine degrees of frost as late as 
April 17th, and, as a general rule, there are ten 
frosty nights in March and three in April; while 
even May averages one frost every year. 

Yet the buds of most of our native trees begin to 
swell in March, and to break in April. How is it, 
then, that they are not aicped and blackened by the 
bitter cold of spring? Indeed, one ma: further 
back.. The buds are there at the time the leaves fall 
in autumn. They have to stand the severity of a 
whole winter, and, whatever the intensity of the frost, 
they never fail to break in beauty with the later 
warmth. / 

The fact is that, just as wild animals, such as 
the Seguirrel, the hare, the bear, and many others 
grow a winter coat, which is thicker and warmer than 
their summer dress, so do the trees wrap their buds 
up in mantles and blankets marvellously designed to 
save them from the frost fiend. No matter if the 
mercury retire into the bulb, and the howling north- 
east wind makes lifo for the animal and bird world 
a misery, trees are happy. 

If you are anxious to understand the frost-resisting 
methods of the vegetable world, you cannot do better 
than pick a horse chestnut bud, and, with the aid of 
the small blade of your pen-knife and a shilling 
magnifying glass, it carefully. You never 
saw a human baby half so cleverly wrapped up. 

A DOZEN OVERCOATS. 

Ontside is a sticky sheath, which ig completely water- 
proof, beneath are layer after layee of wrappings 
ying wan and close around the bud, and varying 
in thickness from the stout, horny, outer coat to a 
fabric thinner than man could weave. There are 
fully ten or a dozen of these coats or coverings, and 
in very centre you find the tiny leaves rolled up 
in a tight little bundle and covered, as a further pro- 
tection, with soft, downy hair.

Another thing which guards trecs and plents against 
frost is that—just like living animals—their tempera- 
ture is higher than that of the surrounding atmo- 
-ephere. This is another fact which you can easily 
prove for yo Bore a hole with a small augur

in it. On a cold winter or spring day the mercury 

in that thermometer will stand higher than in one 

hung close by in the open air. ; 
NATURE AND THE CROCUS. 

Even small plants show in eae a tempera- 
ture considerably highcr than that of the surrounding 
atmosphere. The most wonderful in this respect is 
the arum lily. Experiment has proved that, if the 
temperature of the interior of the spatho be taken 
at bloom time, it may be as high as 103 degrees 
Fahrenheit—and that when the outside air was only 
fifty-eight degrees! 

The soldanella or snowbell, that pretty Alpine 
flower, which may be seen showing its blue blossom 
actually before snow has finished melting, is 
another plant which uses its natural heat to help it 
in the battle for existence. It begins growing under 
the snow, melting for itself a little cavity. Very often 
it ‘screally starts blooming beforo the snow has finished 
melting. ae
